Adroit Work Upon
Greens Would Reduce
Average Golfer's
Score

T TIIHM averaga golfer only could strike

Adroitly upon the selance or art of good
putting ha would soon be sevon or elght
wtrokes better off to the round,

But putting, to the avernge goifer, Ih
fact lo mont golfers, even above the average,
s -ane of the gnma's leading mysterien

Yet thare In at least one ossentinl to
good putting, whiah, If follawed, will give
the molfer a long start In ths proper di-
rection.

The Case of Worthington

Hora Ia A eans In hand. James 8 Worth-
inmton, now vislting this country, Is ons of
England's leading golfers, only & shade, In
fact, below Harold Hilton and John Ball

Worthington s a fine, stralght player
from the tea to the green. And ones on the
gresn he In ono of the fnest puttern that
oyer Iald a forty-footer dead or holed con-
nintently from alx to elght foel Awny,

A few dayn ago Worthington waa playing
In a four-ball mateh that included a well-
knawn Heotch profeasional,

The Fnglishman, putting wonderfully
woll, sonn attraeted the attention of one of
the contendors.

The man referrad to noted 1t once that
the Engiish player, whila put! (g, held the
forefinger of his plght hand down the shaft
of the club, He eallsd attention to the faot
at once, ne ha trind the aystem out.

“Phat's tha trouble with so many of you
golfers,” remarked the professlonal. “You
swes thin man is n fine putter and your at-
tention Ia drmwn At onca to the unimportant
part of hin play. The way he holds his
forefinger or his thumb has nothing at nll
to do with the ohsa If you want to find
out why he Is & fine putter wntch hin body
as ha putts, Wateh It and you will Nind
thut B doesn’'t move tha fraction of an Inch,
You will find on the short putts He uses
only his wrists and forearms, and that his
body In na immovable ne a rook. Which In
ane of the maln reasons that he can putt.*”

A Putting Essential =

From that point on wes watched Worth-
Inglon continuo to Kink his putts and at the
samoe time continue ta hold his body In #n
oasy attitude, unrestrained, but nt the samae
tims Immovable.

Thora wan ot no time any effort or ot-
tempt to hunch his shoulder or hin right
hip into the stroke, as so many golfera do.

And then we recalled the putting man-
nera and methods of Travers, Travis and
Duimet, three of the, flnest putters golf
ever han known.

Thelr stances, thelr grips, thelr attitudes
ara not nearly alike. Travis stands with
his feat wall meparated, hending over the
bill mueh more than Travers doew, who
stands with hils hesls only n few Inches
apart. Oulmet has both elbows extendad,
differing from both.

But there Is thin ons point In common—
thay not only kaep thelr eyeées on the
ball, but thelr bodies never quiver with the
stroke—the wrists, the forearms and the
club do the work.

Keeping the Head Still

The easfest nld to keeplng tha body still
In to first Keap the head still, The head
directs the body, If the head maoves, the
body Is sure to move with It, »

It haa been proved that a man ean look
at the hols, not the ball, and still putt
very well—provided that In looking at the
hols he keeps hin heénd flxed in one place,
and, therefore, keepa his body from swaylng
out of line.

A maving head or t‘mnvlnn hody. In
putting, not only takes the club away from
the proper lne, but it brings In an Imme.
dinto tendency to jab or push the putter,

You may notice on ecertaln days, when
feeling mlugglsh, that you pult very well,
The answer (4 that, not baing keyed up,
you nre willing to let the wrists and club
do the work. Overeagorness and overanxl-
ety nro nlmost sure to cause a shift of the
head wnd body before the putter's blade
strikes the ball,

The Foundation

Jerry Travers calls thid process of
keeping the head and the hody still “con-
centration.™

Others have called it “mental and mus-
¢ular control**

You can call It anything you care to, but
the fact remalna that it Is the foundation
of steady, successful putting,

The golfer who takes an easy, eomfortable
atance over the ball, gots the line, and then
keepn hin hend etill and his body out of the
titroks, In ulmost sure to he n firut-clusy
putter. And If he makes o habit of this he
In just na sure to be n good putter in a hard,
closs matoh as at any other time.

Putting, of course, la getting the right
line und then getting the ball as far as
tha cup. .

But the golfer who moves his head or
puts his body Into the stroke is pretty sure
to get away from the right line. and also
to he far short or wall over,

There can bs no chance for any dellecacy
of stroks with the head moving or the body
ahifting, and yet nine golfors out of ten
persist In both faults—and »tlll wonder why
they are poor putters. Just as If some one
nta four sllces of mince ple after o hig
dinner and wondered what caused his Indi-
geation.
